Our Boys Suffer No Casualties, 


But the Enemy Loses 


Five Men 


(By the Associated Press.) 


With the Amciican army in i'ranue, 


Tuesday, March 1-, — Four groups 
of German BUS i rejectors, i:-. addition 
to the group of .iOl projectors already 
reported destroyed, have been dis- 
covered and likewise blown to pieces 
by tho American artillery. 
Probable 


German plans tor a gas attack on a 
comparatively large scale against the 
American position northwest of Toul 
have thus been upset. 


Tho new groups of projectors were 


d scovered by photographs taken by 
American photographers. 
The effec- 


tive action taken against them was 
due to the quick work of tho observ- 
ers, tho intelligence officers and the 
artillerists in turn. Thq American ar- 
tillery on this front has been more 
active than ever in tho past 15 hours, 
and its shells also found lodgment In 
a number bf ammunition dug-outs, 
which were blowi. up. 
Many exten- 


sive explosions are reported. 


The correspondent, standing on a 


hill, witnessed one ammunition dump 
situated in a wood go up In a brilliant 
fl..sh and a great puff 
of 
whitish 


smoke, a tremendous report following 
~ few seconds later. Explosions and 
lire also were caused by our shells In 
villages and a ,-iumber in the woods 
behind the enemy front. 


Silence German Guns. 


During a retaliatory shelling for an 


enemy bombardment, when a num- 
ber of gas shells id' on our battery 
positions, tho A.-ierlcan guns silenced 
certain German batteries by pouring 
In a vast.and extremely accurate fire. 
Our artillerymen stayed In their dug- 
outs until tho gas shells began to fall, 
when they put on their masks and 
manned the guns while thus protect- 
ed. 
Some mustard gas shells were 


mixed with the others that fell and 
later a few 
of 
our 
men walked 


through this type of gas without their 
masks on. 


Tho American artillery 
also 
tore 


great gaps in the enemy wire and 
levelled various portions of the first 
and second lino trenches, forcing the 
enemy virtually to abandon them. 


Details of tho recent raid which has 


just been developed, ahow that while 
numbers of Germans were killed by 
shell fire while tho box barrage was 
in effect and others later by the creep- 
Ing barrage, there were also a few 
of tho enemy shot hero and there dur- 
ing the time our men were In the 
trenches. 
There were many Ameri- 


cans among .he raiding party of four 
officers and 70 men whc did not see a 
single German soldier. 


All the men In the raid seemed par- 


ticularly Impressed with the way the 
American barrage worked.
